CONGRESS AND THE CHINESE. 


Congress will in all probability ad- 
adjourried to-night at 6 Pp. M., and as 
yet the dispatches have not informed 
us of decisive action on the Chinese 
question. It has been expected, how- 
ever, that such action would be had be- 
fore adjournment. The committee on 
education and labor, reported a bill 
which restrict the number of mongo- 
lians to be landed from any one ves- 
sel to fifteen.

A 
concurrence in the Senate resolution 
will probably be the means of import- 
ant modifications, and we are glad to 
notice that the House has cndorsed 
the resolution. Should it prove im- 
operative we may have trouble on the 
Pacific coast. The evil of Chineseim- 
migration is admitted, and honest 
white men have a right to demand its 
correction.

BERLIN CONGRESS. 


The Berlin congress will probably 
remain in session for several weeks. 
The questions submitted are encom- 
passed by many intricate diplomatic 
difficulties, and in consequence the 
sittings are short and the consultations 
among the respective state delegates 
frequent. Bismarck presides with 
marked ability and great diplomatic 
discretion. He has sketched and pre- 
sented a general plan for the arranye- 
ment of the pending questions, and 
led the congress face to face at the 
very outset with the subject matters 
of leading importance, e. g., the dis- 
position of the issues appertaining to 
Bulgaria. An evidence of the stabil- 
ity of the European. powegs is plainly 
observed from the demand made by 
these nations that one shall not domi- 
neer over the other; nor shall one 
power, because or grievancies, fancied 
or real, unduly punish his neighbor 
nation. The centralization of 
power is a mechanical idea, but the 
opposite or centrifugal influence con- 
stantly tends to create small state 
governments with quite independent 
local regime, and makes the individual 
civil liberty. These international 
conferences enlist interstate sympathy 
and respect, yet at the same time are 
inimical to. that pure license 
which astrong municipality covets. 
But such Boards of the Powers have 
the effect to facilitate the conclusion, 
not only of just treaties, but also to 
give permanency, to ensure faithful 
observance of all treaty stipulations. 
They are powerful bodies and their 
decisions are vitally final. We may 
therefore look to a peaceable solution 
of the Eastern question by the Berlin 
congress, and that whatever it shall 
decide upon will be as law absolute 
governing the relations and future 
conduct of both Russia and Turkey. 


CONGRESS ADJOURND.

Tho second session of the forty-fifth 
Congress closed at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and to-day, in consequence, 
the nation rejoices. The Senate has 
proved itself a strong, dignified body, 
but the House has exhibited an 
amount of stupidity, neglect of duty, 
and political charletanry seldom equal- 
ed in sucha body. A telegram in- 
forms ns that during the closing hours 
the Sargeant-at-Arms had to restore 
order in the House. Business had 
been neglected and _ political har- 
rangues and measures had consumed 
the best time of the session.

Bannock War. 


SILVER City, Idaho, June 20th.— 
Major Egbert’s five companies of the 
Twelfth Infantry, numbering eight 
officers and 135 men, arrived here at 
10 a. m., having made a forced march 
across the country from Cornucopia, 
averaging thirty miles a day. The 
officers and soldiers are in good condi- 
tion, considering their long and tedious 
march. One of General Howard's - 


sons is a Lieutenant in this command. 
They remained here two hours and 
departed for Camp Lyon, about twenty 
miles distant, on the Oregon and Idaho 
line. 

A messenger arrived here to-day 
from Big Springs, who reports that 
Lieutenant-Governor Adams had with- 
drawn the Nevada volunteers from 
that point and ordered them to scout 
the country between Duck valley and 
Three Forks. 

At midnight on Tuesday Indian sig- 
nals were discovered in various direc- 
tions. 

An outbreak of Indians at the Duck 
valley reservation is anticipated. At 
Paradise valley and Quinn’s river 
trouble is also anticipated among the 
Indians. Lieutenant-Governor Adams: 
came nearly as faras Battle Creek. 
He has only sixty volunteers at his 
disposal. 

General Howard is working with 
might and main to get the troops into 
-@ proper position, and to perfect a plan 
of operations as a means of watching 
the Indians and detecting their soft 
points. The Commanding General 
has concluded. to accept the service of 
twenty-five picked volunteers, under 
Captain Merrit Kelly. This company 
will be composed of the best Indian 
fighters and the most experienced 
frontiersmen. They will be furnished 
rations and arms, but will expect no 
pay fur their services. They are to be 
ready for duty by Sunday next.

Affairs in Quebec.

The Bannock Outbreak. 


Boise Ciry. June 15th.—In mili- 
tary quarters preparations for the 
coming campaign are going forward 
quietiy but earnestly. General How- 
ard and staff are at Sheep Ranch, and 
Colonel Bernard’s command are in 
the same neighborhood reconoitering. 
The body of the stage driver killed by 
the Indians near the Owyhee ferry on 
the 10th has been found and buried. 
Experienced Indian fighters and fron- 
tiersmen believe that there is a general 
uprising of all the tribes and scattered 


bands throughout southern Idaho and 
eastern Oregon, and that they will be 
able to muster at least 1000 warriors. 
The Kelton aud Boise City road has 
not been disturbed since the Indian 
raid on King Hill station, which oc- 
curred May 31st. This route is con- 
sidered safe, and the stages are run- 
ning regularly on time. The prevail- 
ing opinion is that the Indians will 
concentrate 1n the neighborhood of 
Stein mountain, and there either await 
the coming up of the troops or divide 
into bands for raiding the exposed 
settlements. A later dispatch says 
that General Howard’s scouts report 
the hostiles concentrating at Stein’s 
mountain, and the General is moving 
his treops in that direction. General 
Grever’s expedition to Camas Prairie, 
with Colonels Sanford, Sumner and 
Bendire’s command will be turned 
back and go directly to Stein moun- 
tain. Princess Sarah Winnemucca 
and the Bannock arrested at Silver 
City as aspy on Thursday have been 
“P pesate into the service by General 

oward. The report that the two 
Cornish miners were killed by the 
Bannocks eight days ago, near Glenn’s 
ferry, is now confirmed. The hostiles 
have recently made their appearance 
again in small force near Jordan val- 
ley. Old Chief Winnemucca and 
Nachez seems to have gone over to the 
hostiles. A majority of the Piute 
tribe are now on the war-path. A large 
number of hostiles are in the vicinity 
of Stein mountain. They are forcing 
the Piutes to join them. Severel Nez 
Perces aré with the Bannocks; also 
Eagle-of-the-Light. Chief Eagan is 
held prisoner by them. Chief Winne- 
mucca is reported to be captured by 
his daughter. 

A Washington dispatch of the 15th 


War were in consultation to day upon 


the Northwest. Secretary McCrary 
read to the President a telegram re- 
ceived by him from the Governor of 
Oregon relating that the Indians were 
committing depredations on the East- 
ern border of that State, that the set- 
tlers are unprovided with arms and 
ammunition for the purpose of their 
protection, and asking the government 
to furnish them with supplies. The

The men suddenly retreated 
and were chased by the savages, but 
having better horses outrun them.

ment ordered it sent via Winnemucca, 
and since the theater of war. changed 
to southwestern Idaho and _ northeast- 
ern Oregon, a ton or more of letters 
and papers have accumulated at this 
office, which was sent back to Kelton 
by express train this morning.

PLAN OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


SILVER City, Idaho, June t7th. —An

3 Pe. M. yesterday from Sheep Ranch. 
Mr. Judge met Colonel Whipple’s 
company ef over 100 mounted men, 
who were moving forward to effect a 
junction with Colonel Bernard’s com- 
mand.

Sheep Ranch yesterday in the direc- 
tion of Stein’s mountain. Whipple's 
men will march forty miles to-day,

It is his 
intention to proceed up the Malheur 
with Stewart’s three companies of 
cavalry and be prepared to head off the 
hostiles if they attempt to escape. ip 
that direction. With Bernard and 
Whipple on the other side, and Eg- 
bert’s company of 150 men in Jordan 
valley, where they are expected to ar- 
rive on Tuesday night, an effort will 
be made to corral the savages. There 
are, however, nearly 700 Indians on 
the: war-path, including the Bannocks, 
Nez Perces, Shoshone’ and Piutes and 
there is no telling now what the result 
of the contest may be. 

SARAH WINNEMUCCA AND NATCHEZ, 

During Sarah. Winnemucca’s recent 
trip into the hostile camp she traveled 
eighty miles aday. She gained -ad- 
mission into the camp at the north 
end of the mountain by ‘putting war 
paint on her face and using a red 
blanket. “She brought important in- 
formation eoncerning the movements 
and strength of the hostiles. The 
savages had captured three men, one of 
them a letter carrier, and were going 
to kill them on Friday last, as soon as 
the beef killing was finished. Natchez 
determined to save their lives. He 
was with the chiefs in council and 
made an excuse to leave fer a few 
minutes on the plea of illness.. He 
had four horses ready, and with the 
white prisoners, by previous arrange- 
ment, succeeded in making their es- 
cape. Eagle-of-Light demanded of 
Winnemucea and Eagan that they 
should join the hostiles. They stead- 
ily refused, claiming that they had 
made atreaty with the whites, and 
could not take up arms against them 
now. They wanted the. Bannocks to 
vo back to Fort Hall, where they be- 
longed. . Eagle Eye is also with the 
hostiles. Camp Lyon is to be made 
the base of supplies for the centre and 
left wing of the attacking forces.

WIFE MURDERER. 


Dr. Hutchinson of Reno Carves his Wife 


From the Carson Tribune we glean 
the following particulars of a most 
tragic scene, enacted in the quiet town 
of Carson Wednesday near the hour of 
11a. mM.

Collapse of the Lerdo Revoiution, 


GALVESION, June 15.—-A San Anto- 
nio special says: The following dis- 
patch was received at. headqnarters 
this afternoon, dated Laredo; from 
Captain Cunningham, in command: 
‘‘T have just seen General Soto, com- 
manding on the opposite side. He 


states that all the revolutionary par- 
ties are broken up or disbanded fo! 
the present except Escobedo’s, who 
hasa small force about sixty miles 
above here near Amale. He has sent 
out a force to that point and expects 
Escobedo to come over into Texas to- 
night or to-morrow. I sent Liecuten- 
ant Fountain with forty men _ last 
night at midnight to a point opposite 
Amale. He will be there to-night. 
General Soto gives a list of killed and 
wounded in the fight of the 9th as 
revolutionists killed seventeen, wounn- 
ed seven, and prisoners twenty-three. 
The government troops lost one killed 
and seven wounded. The number of 
revolutionists engaged was 130, and 
government troops 100. He also 
states that Generals Salinas and Garcia 
Ayala, revolutionists, who were In the 
fight, are on this side of the Rio 
Grande endeavoring to reorganize. 
Accident at a Fire. 

A New York dispatch of June 14th 
says: A fire broke out last night in 4 
frame house at 128 Bowery street, oc- 
cupied as a cheap-john auction-room. 


The fire was quickly controlled, and a 
number of firemen climbed on the 
roof and the first floor to extinguish 
the flames.. The roof suddenly fell in, 
going through to the ground and bury- 
ing a dezer or more firemen among 
the ruins, all of whom were severely 
injured, but none killed. 


The Bannock Outbreak. 


Bose City. June 15th.—In mili- 
tary quarters preparations for the 
coming campaign are going forward 
quietiy but earnestly. General How- 
ard and staff are at Sheep Ranch, and 
Colonel Bernard’s command are in 
the same neighborhood reconoitering. 
The body of the stage driver killed by 
the Indians near the Owyhee ferry on 
the 10th has been found and buried. 
Experienced Indian fighters and fron- 
tiersmen believe that there is a general 
uprising of all the tribes and scattered 
bands throughout southern Idaho and 
eastern Oregon, and that they will be 
able to muster at least 1000 warriors. 
The Kelton aud Boise City road has 
not been disturbed since the Indian 
raid on King Hill station, which oc- 
curred May 31st. This route is con- 
sidered safe, and the stages are run- 
ning regularly on time. The prevail- 
ing opinion is that the Indians will 
concentrate 1n the neighborhood of 


Stein mountain, and there either await 
the coming up of the troops or divide 


‘into bands for raiding the exposed 


settlements. A later dispatch says 
that General Howard’s scouts report 
the hostiles concentrating at Stein’s 
mountain, and the General is. moving 
his treops in that direction. General 
Grever’s expedition to Camas Prairie, 
with Colonels Sanford, Sumner and 
Bendire’s command will be turned 
back and go directly to Stein moun- 
tain. Princess Sarah Winnemucca 
and the Bannock arrested at Silver 
City as aspy on Thursday have been 

ressed into the service by General 
Howkel. The report that the two 
Cornish miners were killed by the 
Bannocks eight days ago, near Glenn’s 
ferry, is now confirmed. The hostiles 
have recently made their appearance 
again in small force near Jordan val- 
ley. Old Chief Winnemucca and 
Nachez seems to have gone over to the 
hostiles. A majority of the Piute 
tribe are now on the war-path. A large 
number of hostiles are in the vicinity 
of Stein mountain. They are forcing 
the Piutes to join them. Severel Nez 
Perces are with the Bannocks; also 
Eagle-of-the-Light. Chief Eagan is 
held prisoner by them. Chief Winne- 
mucca is reported to be captured by 
his daughter. 

A Washington dispatch of the 15th 
says: The President and Secretary of 
War were in consultation to day upon 
the subject of the Indian troubles in 
the Northwest. Secretary McCrary 
read to the President a telegram re- 
ceived by him from the Governor of 
Oregon relating that the Indians were 
committing depredations on the East- 
ern border of that State, that the set- 
tlers are unprovided with arms and 
ammunition for the purpose of their 
protection, and asking the government 
to furnish them with supplies. The 
request will be granted.

Some said at that 
time that Pollard was a man dressed 
in woman’s clothes. She left here 
some six years ago, and went to work 
ina shoe shop i2 Stoneham. After- 
wards she went to Binghampton, New 
York, (from which State she came to 
Woodburn,) and engaged in the manu- 
facture of shirts, doinga large business. 
She became embarrassed in business 
and lost her property. In regard to 
adopting male attire, while some ac- 
counts give protection from arrest as 
the motive, other stories say that it 
was because she thought aman _ could 
da a great many more things than a 
woman, and that she could make her 
way better in the world than as a wo- 
man. Those who are acquainted with 
the Pollard girl say that they have 
no doubt the Nevada party 1s the same 
Sarah. The story is somewhat ridicu- 
lous in some particulars, but the Pol- 
lard woman was well calculated as_ to 
physique to accomplish just such a_de- 
ception.

The Hostiles gathering in South- 
eastern Oregon---Bands of 
Piutes Joining the 
Bannocks. 


Stmuver Crry, Idaho, June 17th.— 
Two men out about seven miles from 
Fairview, this morning, came across a 
squad of eight Indians near Snow 
creek, The men suddenly retreated 
and were chased by the savages, but 
having better horses outrun them. 
Twenty armed men then went out. to 
find the hostiles, but did not succeed. 

MOVEMENT OF THE MILITARY. 

Captain Wilkinson left here to-day 


to meet General Howard at Camp 


Lyons. Whipple’s two companies of 


cavalry, recently stationed at Walla 
Walla, are already there. Howard 
will take these troops to Pinehart’s at 
the crossing of the Malheur, and oper- 
ate against the hostiles from that sta- 
tion. Colonel Barnard is still at 
Sheep Ranch and will await the ar- 
rival of other companies there, and 
with his own will proceed to Stein’s 
mountain. Egbert’s two companies 
are now moving in the direction ,of 
Jordan valley. These combined 
movements are made with the view to 
corraling the Indians, but there is such 
an immense scope of country that it is 
not probable that immediate success 
will be achieved. L. Rinehart, re- 
ported killed by the Indians, is alive. 


SITUATION VIEWED AT WINNE-

Winnemucca, Nev., June 17th.— 
Ordinary mail matter from the East 
fer Boise and the country above has 
heretofore been transferred to stages 


at Kelton, Utah, but when the Indian 
hostilities began the postoffice depart- 
ment ordered it sent via Winnemucca, 
and since the theater of war changed 
to southwestern Idaho and _ northeast- 
ern Oregon, a ton or more of letters 
and papers have accumulated at this 
office, which was sent back to Kelton 
by express train this morning. 

Train No. 1 brings arms and ammu- 
nition from Carson or Sacramento 
every day.

PLAN OF THE CAMPAIGN, 


SILvER Ciry, Idaho, June t7th. —An 
extra issue from the Avalanche office 
at noon has the following important 


information: James Judge, just in 
from camp Lyons, brings the news 
that General Howard reached there at 
3p. M. yesterday from Sheep Ranch. 
Mr. Judge met Colonel Whipple’s 
company ef over 100 mounted men, 
who were moving forward to effect a 
junction with Colonel Bernard’s com- 
mand. They camped last night at 
Beers.’ Bernard’s command left 
Sheep Ranch yesterday in the direc- 
tion of Stein’s mountain. Whipple's 
men will march forty miles to-day, 
and a junction will be effected this 
evening or to-morrow morning. Gen- 
eral Howard left camp Lyons this 
morning for the Malheur. It is his 
intention to proceed up the Malheur 
with Stewart’s three companies of 
cavalry and be prepared to head off the 
hostiles if they attempt to escape inp 
that direction. . With Bernard and

SARAH WINNEMUCCA AND NATCHEZ. 

During Sarah Winnemucca’s recent 
trip into the hostile camp she traveled 
eighty miles a day. She gained ad- 
mission into the camp at the north 
end of the mountain by putting war 
paint on her face and using a red 
blanket. She brought iunportant  in- 
formation concerning the movements 
and strength of the hostiles. The 
savages had captured three men, one of 
them a letter carrier, and were going 
to kill them on Friday last, as soon as 
the beef killing was finished. Natchez 
determined to save their lives. He 
was with the chiefs in council. and 
made an excuse to leave fer a few 
minutes on the plea of illness. He 
had four horses ready, and with the 
white prisoners, by previous arrange- 
ment, succeeded in making their -es- 
cape.  Eagle-of-Light demanded of 
Winnemucea and. Eagan that they 
should join the hostiles. They stead- 
ily refused, claiming that they had 
made a treaty with the whites, and 
could not take up arms against them 
now. They wanted the Bannocks to 
vo back to Fort Hall, where they be- 
longed. Eagle Eye is also with the 
hostiles. Camp Lyon is to be made 
thé base of supplies for the centre and 
left.wing of the attacking forces. ’

WIFE MURDERER. 


Dr. Hutchinson of Reno Carves his Wife 


From the Carson Tribune we glean 
the follewing particulars of a most 
tragic scene, enacted in the quiet town 
of Carson Wednesday near the hour of 
11 a.m. Itappears that the domestic 
relations existing between Mr. Geo. 
R. Hutchinson and his wife were of a 
most unpleasant character. Mr. H. 
has been for several years an occa- 
sional dental: practitioner in Reno, 
and made this place his headquarters, 
and generally his home. Several 
months ago his wife applied for a di- 
vorce, but the same, for various 
reasons, has never been granted to 
ther. Their home here was often the 
scene of dissipation and quarrel, and 
if we are correctly informed, the doc- 
tor would. give his frau a trouncing 
when in his judgment she needed such 
treatment. This small edition of hell 
upon earth was not conducive to con- 
jugal felicity or to his health, and he 
eften salied forth to the mountain 
fastnesses north of Reno to rusticate a 
few weeks. He would afterwards 
stick up his shingle in some small 
town, and by his tooth carpentry gain 
afew dollars. Mrs. H. a month or 
so ago went to carson and started into 
the dressmaking business. But George 
grew restless, and wanted to have his 
little red-headed wife near his bosom. 
He went to the capital and called on 
her at the residence of Mr. Lewis, and 
and after holding her on his knee for 
atime in fond embrace, he besought 
this gentle lady to return to his home 
and share with him what their hands 
might provide. She stoutly refused 
and his angry passions were suddenly 
aroused. He threatened to kill her, 
but she still refused to nestle at his side, 
or “stand in.’’ Then the devil took 
afresh hold of him and he clutched 
a knife and fork and proceeded upon 
his fiendish work. The knife, how- 
ever, would bend and so he took the 
fork and thrust it into her breast, in- 
flicting a quitesevere wound. Throwing 
her upon the floor he drew his pocket 
knife and inflicted two severe gashes 
in the back part of ber neck.

Shooting Affray in Eureka, 


In Eureka, June 17th.—At about 
9:30 o'clock on Sunday night, on the 
arrival of the train from Palisade, Ed. 
Rickar, conductor on the Eureka and 
Palisade railroad, was shot by Alf. 
Chartz, one of the lessees of the Eureka 


Republican newspaper. The difficulty 
occurred in front of the Internatioval 
hotel just as the bus drove from the 
depot, Rickar was on the bus and 
Chartz seems to have been lying in 
wait for him. The difficulty grew out 
ot personal items in the Republican 
which were distastefulto Ricker. He 
had requested the publishers of the 
paper tu cease the publication of his 
name, but they would not nor did not 
desist. On Saturday reference was 
made to the forthcoming marriage of 
Rickar to a young lady of Eureka. 
This exasperated Rickar, and he sent 
a note to Chartz, saying in substance: 
“You crueked-legged son-of-a—, if 
you allow my name to go into your 
dirty blackmailing sheet again, I will 
churn you until you can’t see.’’ This 
note was sent Sunday morning. Dur- 
ing the day Chartz showed the letter 
to several parties, and talked of a difi- 
culty with Rickar on his return from 
Palisade in the evening. As the bus 
drew up Rickar, who was on the out- 
side, jumped to the ground. He was 
immediately accosted by Chartz and 
some words passed about a settlement, 
of the affair. Rickar said, ‘“‘We will 
settle it right here,’ and began to 
take off his coat, when «Chartz drew 
his pistol and fired, the ball taking ef- 
fect in Rickar’s left breast and ledying 
inthe spinal column. Chartz gave 
himself up. Rickar was one of the 
most popular men in the county. He 
was to have been niarried intwo weeks. 
Rickar had no weapon of any kind 
when shot. Rickar died at 10:40 Pp. m, 
on Monday night. 3

the Mexican war broke out he hasten- 
ed to enlist.

When the war of the rebellion 
broke out he had a contract to build 
the new Capitol in Sacramento.

He raised a regiment and 
marched to Utah. The Mormen au- 
thorities met him near Salt Lake city 
and warned him not to enter there.

Suiting the action to 
the word, he marched into the Mormon 
capital. Brigham Young, determined 
to harass him, put some of bis soldiers 
in jail, The General: asked that his 
men be released. Brigham quibbled 
and held the men in custody. Con- 
nor trained a battery of guns upon the 
Lion House and sent word to the Lat- 
ter Day Chieftain that he would rat- 
tle his house about his ears if his men 
Discretion being 
the better part of a Danite’s val6r, 
Brigham set free his soldiers, instauter. 
Brigham issued an edict against pros- 
pecting for precious metals in Utah; 
Connor promulgated a general order to 
his men that they might, when not on 
duty, prospect when and where they 
pleased ! 

Connor is evidently a soldier clear 
through. 


Who Should Pay. 
Speaking of the Bannock war the 
Eureka Sentinel says: ‘The sending 
of arms and troops to the northern 
boundary of the State will call for 


some relief bills at the next session of 
the Legislature. The White Pine In- 
dian war cost the State about $18,000. 
This Bannock war may involve quite 
as great an ontlay. But the State 
treasury is plethoric and will be able 
to stand it. Notwithstanding General 
Clarke’s late showing for Governor 
Bradley that the State is on the verge 
of bankruptcy, there will be three- 
quarters of a million inher vaults at 
the meeting of the Legislature. What 
blatant knaves there are in this world, 
to be sure, [In strict justice the Fed- 
eral Government, and not the State, 
should meet the expenses of these 
Indian wars.” We agree with the 
Sentinel that it is too bad for the gen- 
eral government to insist on the State’s 
paying for Indian wars, brought on 
vy its corrupt and dishonest officials.
